I T is extremely unlikely that either 
the Canadian or American gov¬ 
ernments have given Premier Patrice 
Lumumba any assurance that further 
financial or technical aid will be pro¬ 
vided his country other than the 
continuation of help already provided 
under the United Nations conunit- 
ment. 

There is little doubt that Mr. 
Lumumba came to this continent 
with the hope of raising money to 
assist in the monumental task of 
lestoring law and order and some 
semblance of economic balance to 
the Congo. 

Nevertheless, however strong the 
general impulse to re-flnance a 
struggling young country is, it should 
be tempered with caution. Mr. Lu¬ 
mumba must be made to reafize that 
his irresponsible and dangerous 
threatSvto involve the Soviet Union 
in the Congo disturbances and to 
•*even enlist the help of the devil 
himself’ did not fall on sympathetic 
ears in the Western world. 

He must abo^ understand that 
here It has never been considered 
wise or statesmanlike for a leader 
to desert his country in its time of 
peril. 

Since his arrival in Canada, Mr. 
Lumumba has set himself up as a 
spotaaman of African unity through¬ 


out the whole of the dark continent. 
It is interesting to note that other 
African leaders have remained 
strangely silent on the matter. One 
feels that Mr. Lumumba has neither 
the whole confidence nor support of 
his own countrymen let alone that 
of the other independent Afriosn 
nations. 

It is not disputed that it is Cana¬ 
da’s duty to help the less fortunate 
people of the world, but any aid it 
gives must be administered by re¬ 
sponsible parties. ^« 

It would be interesting to know 
if tl^ Congolese Republic Intends 
making apy restitution to the hun¬ 
dreds of Belgian settlers who fled 
their homes and businesses during 
the rioting. Mr. Lumumba should 
also discl^ what happened to the 
billion-dollar Congo development plan 
inaugurated by the Belgian govern¬ 
ment some three years ago. 

These are but a few of the aspects 
which must be considered bKore 
Canada makes any move toward a- 
give-away plan with the Congo as 
the redpient 

This country’s sympathy goes out 
to both the black and white popula¬ 
tion of the Congo, but it should only 
consider further financial assistance 
when it is demonstrated that the 
country is under responsible and 
democratic leadership. 


Removing the Uneasiness 


*DRrnSH concern about the flights 
D of U.S. aircraft based in the 
Britfsh Islet hat been lestmed by 
fradi assurances gben by the state 
department at Washin^n. The 
uneasiness stemmed from the fact 
that the American reconnaissance 
plane shot down in the Barents Sea 
by Soviet airmen, had taken off from 
an American base In Britain. Noti¬ 
fication procedures have been tight¬ 
ened, it is said, so presumably no 
such flight will leave again without 
British awarenen. 

Premier Khrushchev took Mrp 
advantage both of the 17-2 ana the 
Barents Sea incidents to threaten all 
allies of the United States. In effect 
he told them Russia might wreak 
vengeance if they permitted the use 
of American bases in their countries 
for flights In the Soviet neighbor¬ 
hood. The Soviet premier cannot 
expect to bully free nations to com- 

f iliance or weaken the Western de- 
ensive alliance, but these incidents 
have indicated the need for closer 
co-operation among the Western 


group. Where American aircraft are 
forei^based their operations should 
be within the knowledge of these 
home countries. ’The liaison hitherto 
apparently has been weak. 

Canada was among the nations 
aimed at by Mr. Khrushchev, and 
here also the Soviet premier need not 
hope that this country will bow to 
his dictum. A greater degree of con¬ 
sideration from Washln^on never¬ 
theless is as important here as else¬ 
where. If allies are to work together 
ttiere ^ould be no secret# withheld; 
the national aoWrelgnties are equal 
in all respects, or should be. Size is 
not the criterion. 

The United States is apt to over¬ 
look the sensitive position of the 
nations which grant ft bases, and the 
need for harmonious adjustments to 
prevent 111 feeling or misleading con¬ 
clusions. In the case of its next-door 
neighbor there can be small excuse 
for any unilateral action which might 
cause disquiet, or upset the balance 
which should exist between two such 
friendly allies. , 


Boon to Pleasure Boaters 


F or several years there has been 
heavy pressure from various 
directions for extension of facilities 
at Sidney to clear border-crossing 
pleasure boats. The Dominion gov¬ 
ernment deserves full marks for com- 
big up with a much better plan. The 
new customs and Immigration station 
at Bedwell Harbor, South Pender 
Island, affords American visitors and 
returning Canadians much faster 
•ervlce than anything Sidney could 
provide even if the port were en¬ 
larged and the staff augmented. 

At Sidney the skippers of pleasure 
boats needing clearance are in com¬

P RIME Minister Harold Macmillan 
hat resolved upon a new kind of 
foreign policy. The projected appoint¬ 
ment of the pres¬ 
ent Earl of Home 
as foreign secre¬ 
tary has aroused a 
wild storm of dis¬ 
approval from the 
pari iamentariana. 

Including some 
of Mr. Macmillan’s 
own back benchers, 
but the motive has 
received conkklersble approval out¬ 
side parliament. 

The objections to the Earl of Home 
are not personeL Politically he had 
a brief apprenticeship to the foreign 
office as an under-sectary in Win¬ 
ston Churchill’^ caretaker govern¬ 
ment in 1945. and<Chere has been little 
criticism of hii handling of the Com- 
monweelth Relatione Office. The ob¬ 
jection is to the fket that the Earl of 
Home sits in the House of Lords and 
not in the Rouae of Commons. 

That is one of the main reasons 
why Mr. Macmillan wants the Earl 
of Home as foreign secretary, for the 
Lords are infinitely more tolerant and 
far less exacting in their demands. 
The Idee is that s strong under¬ 
secretary should represent the foreign 
secretsry in the Commons. 


The motive, of course, is to give 
the foreign secretary more oppor¬ 
tunity to study foreign affairs with¬ 
out the distraction of persistent and 
often irritating questioning In parlia¬ 
ment It Is suggested that at least 
half the time of the foreign secretary 
has been spent dealing with opposi¬

Now that Mr. Macmillan can see 
the way to appointing Mr. Lloyd 
chancrilor of the exchequer it would 
seem that he has hopes of grooming 
him for s potential prime min jter- 
ship, but it would seem highly im¬ 
probable that he would be accepted 
by the Conservative Party and still 
less by the country. He lacks qualities 
which make a popular figure, and as 
one of the architects %f the Sues 
intervention he lost a greet deal of 
what sympathy he had. 

But while a foreign secretary in 
the Lords may irritate the Commons, 
the policy has a great deal to com¬ 
mend it We may be proud of our 
defhocracy but it can be a bad master, 
especially when it demands more time 
than the conduct of foreign affairs. 
The Earl of Home will be able to give 
a great deal more consideration to

Prince George Board of Trade 
^ told its local newspaper: **You 
should only print stories that are opti¬ 
mistic or reflect to the credit of the 
city. We in Prince George can dj 
without The Citizen •. . how can we 
aell our city 11 it keepe printing pessi¬ 
mistic storlee like that?” 

The “pessimistic stories” referred 
to were articles by 'The Prince George 
Citizen revealing the facts about un- 
emplo 3 rment in that city. Following an 
earlier announcement by Premier 
Bennett that approval had been given 
for the construction of the Pacific 
Northern Railroad, unemployment 
quickly rose from about 700 to 2.200 
in Prince George, as workmen flocked 
in. hopeful of jobs on the big project. 
Many spent their last few dollars to 
get to the northern city. 

The bitter truth is that it will be 
many months before any construc¬ 


tion help will be needed, and it is 
natural that the newspaper should 
try to prevent hardship on innocent 
people. 

When a board of trade or a cham¬ 
ber of commerce presumes to censure 
a newspaper for printing the facts 
and instead demands that It print 
*‘only stories that are optimistic” 
then indeed it has ceased to fulfil 
its function as a creative and leading 
force in a community. 

Prince George apparently baa a 
newspaper; it hasn’t got a board of 
trade. 

Fortunately, this Is an unpre^'*- 
dented exception, for all other boards 
of trade, while dedicated to commun¬ 
ity Advancement, see no prospect of 
advancement in growing ranks of un¬ 
employed. A responsible board of 
trade is usually one of the first to 
warn about a community’s imbalance 
when employment drops.

the House of Commons, where many 
of the questions he is called upon to 
answer are really designed to make 
political capital rather than assist In 
or be informed about foreign affairs. 

'These necessary democratic ex¬ 
changes can be dealt with possibly 
more effectively by a good parlia¬ 
mentary debater. 


To what extent our conduct of 
foreign affairs suffers by a cerUin 
amount of irresponsibility In parlia¬ 
ment la always debatable, but It la 
certainly true that any foreign secret 
tary ia bound to be distracted by * 
being called to account for hit 
stewardship more frequently and 
more persistently than any other 
minister. 

In the Lords there is much less 
tendency to 4fy to make political 
capital, and generally speaking a far 
higher and more useful standard of 
debate — possibly for the good and 
sufficient reason that members of 
the u^per House are not framing their 
questibns or advancing arguments 
with the next election in view. And 
the lords are not so exacting. 

It could well be that a foreign 
secretary in the Lords can provide 
Britain with a more efficient foreign 
office, and it will certainly restore 
some of the lost authority of t.he 
Lords, which for too long has been 
a place which has received secondary 
information ratiier than primary. 
Many parliamentariaas have urged 
that there should be more ministerr 
In high office in the Lords. 

One thing is certain—if the Earl 
of Home is confirmed as foreign 
aecretary—he may change the effec¬ 
tive pattern of parliament. It is time 
a few cobwebe were blown away.

From th« gardener * stand¬ 
point, this Is a rather awkward time 
of the year to move into a new home. 
True, you can take all your spring¬ 
flowering bulba with you — tulips, 
daffs, nercisaus, acillaa, crocus and 
the like, but thia ia a bad time to 
move shraba and most herbaceous 
perennials. 

I can understand your wish to 
make the new garden produce some 
vegetables right away and fortu¬ 
nately, there are quite a few you can 
start with. I suggest you put in 
seeds of Cherry Belle radish.. Sweet¬ 
heart or Imperial 456 head lettuce, 
any kind of leaf lettuce, early hybrid 
No. 7 spinach and cress or pepper- 
grass. 

Carrots and beets are not likely 
to grow to full size from such a late 
aow’ing, but are all the more tender 
and sweet for being pulled in their 
immature state, so I'd take a chance 
on Scarlet Nantes carrot and Detroit 
Dark Red beet. 

If you can find any onion seta 
around town, these will provide green 
salad onions, while seeds of the 
Welsh onion or the Japanese He-shi- 
ko white bunching onion will make 
plants which stand through the win¬ 
ter to produce green onions early 
next spring. Seeds of spring cabbage 
and plants of sprouting broccoli and 
kale can go in now too. 


MltJIRH ON ROSKS iM.E.P..

The sprouted 
seeds you found in a grapefruit will 
grow strongly if potted up in 34 or 
4 Inch pots, using a mixture of two 
parts good topsoil, one part coarse 
sand, and one part well rotted 
manure.. Sow the sprouted seeds about 
half an inch deep and keep in a warm 
shaded place until the seedlings ap¬ 
pear. then full sun thereafter. Keep 
the soil Just nicely moist, never soggy 
wet or bone dry. 

These little grapefruit trees make 
interesting and attraciive foliage 
plants, but will seldom bloom or hear 
fruit under houseplant conditions.

Get the new hole dug first, and 
make up a fill-in mixture of two parts 
good topsoil, one part peat moss, and 
one part coarse sand or vermlculite, 
thoroughly mixed. 

Next, make the rounds of the 
garden shops and see if you can pick 
up a bottle of Wilt Pruf. Thia is a 
liquid plastic preparation, used tc coat 
the leaves of a plant before trans¬ 
planting, and its purpose is to pre¬ 
vent the wilting of the foliage while 
the rodts are getting themselves 
established. If none of the retail 
stores has it. tr>' one of the mer¬ 
chants they use it in their Ijpsiness. 

Spray the foliage with the Wllt- 
Pruf, making sure both .sides of the 
leaves are coated, then ea.se the ronta 
out of the ground, moving it im¬ 
mediately to its new site. As you 
cover the roots with the fill in mix¬ 
ture, keep pouring in water to which 
a few dropa of vitamin B1 has been 
added. Finish the fill-in job with 
loose, dry soil on top. 

If you don’t succeed in finding 
any Wilt-Pruf, you’d better wet down 
the foliage three or four times a day 
with a fine spray of plain water for 
the first week after transplanting.

Within two months, probkbly etrly September, 
provincial government recreation department officials 
and officials of the Canadian Pacific Railway will sit 
down for "cold turkey" talks, which should see some 
268,000 acres added to Vancouver Island’s Strathcona 
Park. 

Big majority of property concerned Is about 55.000 acres 
of the Esquimau and Nanaimo Railwsy land grant property 
in the Forbidden Plateau area and the western comer of 
Great Central Lake. 

Preliminary talks were started last July, but were In¬ 
terrupted when the C.P.R decided to make a full inventory 
of iU timber and other assets in the vast E and N land 
belt, which covers all the east coast of Vancouver Island from 
Victoria to the Campbell lakca 

That inventory was completed last month and negotiations 
for actual annexation of the E and N property are ready to 
go ahead. 

It Is part of a plan to bring into the confines of the now 
529.920 acre class A provincial park, all of Buttle Lake, part 
of new Upper Campbell Lake, more of the Elk River valley, 
sonw 55,000 acres of Forbidden Plateau country and the 
western comer of Great Central Lake. 

Property owners involved include the CPR through Its 
E and N railway land grants. The Elk River Timber Co. 
which owns most of the non park land around Buttle Lake, 
and the Canadian Collieries Ltd. 

Park Bounrlariet Revised 

It has been suggested that Strathcona Park boundaries 
be completely revised and made to Include all of the Campbell 
River system from Elk Falls and the John Hart dam to the 
present park boundary, which takes in just the southern two- 
thirds of Buttle Lake, which is at the top end of the Campbell 
River aystem.

CAMEO TREASURE HOUSE 


A ttics are moany aiMociaM with aa odd aMortmoat of dl*- 
earded household effeeta—falher'a old golf ehlbl^ heavy- 
framed portraHa, tninlu contalBiag family aecrets, aad the now 
, grown up children** playthiaga. But there b one in Victoria, ac¬ 
tually the entire upataini of a modem and well-kept home, which 
* houiiea, among other art object* gathered from different part* of 
the world, a pricele** collectioa of cameo* in glam. 

There i* real beaufy in the restrained simplicity of ths 
littb has relief portrait in china day. Under the refractive 
power of the flint glass block in which It i* enveloped. It 
assumes the glowing loveliness of silver. 

Usually, the cameo bas relief was copied from the work 
of a wrtl-known medal sculptor, its subject being a portrait 
of a prominent individual or historical figure. The majority 
of these cameos were embedded in paper-weights, but others 
are found decorating the sides and stoppers of decanters; on 
goblets, plaques, scent bottles, the lids of trinket boxes, on 
lustres for candelabra and on tumblers and vases. So skil> 
fully were they embedded that the uninitiated may well won¬ 
der how this was accomplished. 


CEBAMIC CAMBOS were a Bohemian invention of the 
mid 18th century, but results were poor because continental 
glass had not achievod the fUwleM brillbnce of flint glass. 
Also, distortion or cracking was always liable to occur dur¬ 
ing the cooling procem, as gbss and cby posaesaed unequal 
powers of expansion and contradtion. 

It was an^^nglishman, Apaley Pellatt, who brought dl*- 
tlnctlon to the cry.stal cameo. Peltatt was bom in the year 
1791, and died in 1863. He succeeded hi* father, also named 
Apsiey. at the glasswork* of PelUtt and Green, at No. 16, 
St. Paul’s Churchyard, and Holland Stroet, Southwark; later 
moving to Knowle Qreen. SUines, Mkfibwx. He represented 
the Borough of Southwark In Parliament ftnom 1852 to 1857. 

Pellatt introduced a bill which to on the British statutes 
to this da>; makihg it legal that c r o s s ed cheques (two parallel 
lines* draw*n across the face of the cheque), although drawn 
to bearer, should be payable only through a bank.

Under PelUtfs influence, the exceptional refractive 
power of glass gave to the aimple bas-rbitof portrait which 
It envelopcKl a tnelloir britbnee. Ill 1819, he patented hto 
process of glass encrustation under the name “CrystalUe 
Ceramic."* Already he had produced some magnificent speci¬ 
mens at his father s glasshouse. 

In his book "The Origin, Progress and Improvement of 
Gbss Manufacture’* (1821), he refers to colored cameos such 
as coats-of-aems. cresfs, flowers and landacapes. These were 
modelled in refractive material and painted in enamel colors 
which were hardened In the oven before being encased in 
the flint-gla.ss. Other, uncobred. esmeos were super imposed 
upon colored opaque ba ses , but such pieces are extreme^ 
rare. 


MOST COMMONLY, the canwo b»-relief consisted of a 
pioflle portrait and Pellatt issued flint-glaaswsre decorated 
with cameos of <-ontemporary celebrities. These included 
George III, Queen Charlotte, Oorge IV. Frederick D«ikc of 
York, Alexander I of Ruaaia, Louis XVIU, and others. 

The bust of .Shakespeare, and that of Charles X of 
France, both in lamp lustres. are*the work of Pellatt; so to 
a moulded gla.ns "tea-caddy** sugar baaln, with the bust of 
Prince Leopold, who ntarried Princess Charlotte and was 
afterwards Leopold I, King of the Belgians. Most of these 
esmeos were direct copies of nrtedals, im^nb or Coins, al¬ 
though many others were made to the oon^nlaaion of sitters 
now unknown. 

Pellatt says in hto book. ’"Curiosittos of Gbss-making. 
with l>etails of the Processes and Production of Ancient and 
Modern Gla.ss Manufacture,** published in 1849: ‘Hlie figures 
intended for encru.statkm must be made of materials that 
will require a higher degree of heat tor their infusion then 
the glass within which It to to be encrusted.

B.C. WAS SHORT OP CASH, SO DOUGLAS MADE MONEY

Yj^HERE ARE THEYf should be A 
^ big questioB Among oofai oolleetors 
who .vpe<*iAliAe in OAnA4iUAiiA, bnt not 
mnny collectors, even, know About ’em. 

"They" are British C^umbla’a official billa. Yes. 
that's right, the British Columbia government Is- 
aued its own paper money one day *way back in 

For anyone who doubts thia. the provincial 
archives have the full story, but for the faithful, 
here it is . . . 

It appears that late in 1861 Governor James 
Douglas found the Crown colony of British Co¬ 
lumbia was plagued by a dire shortage of money 
of all types. 

At the time Governor Douglaa waa facing a 
heavy- payroll for men %«rorklng on roads and other 
construction In the Fraser goldfield sresa. so he 
issued an order!n-council, authorizing $75,000 
worth of British Columbia government bills. 

Calling for the new paper currency to be 
printed in dollar denominations was a bold step 
typical of Douglas. At that time just about any 
coin minted in the world passed for legal tender 
in the province, but it was still a Crown colony. 

Official records of that time, of course, were 
kept in the pounds, shillings and pence system 
used in England. 

lnriu<>ncing Douglas’ decision was the fact that 
United Stales and Spanish dollars were widely 
ciixnilated in the country, many of the goldminers 
who flooded the area were U.S. citizens, and be¬ 
sides that, the Province of Canada-Upper and 
Lower Canada had also decided on accepting 
the dollar as the monetary ba.sis. 

In his in.structlon.s to Captain William Gossett, 
treasurer of the Colony of British Columbia, Gov¬ 
ernor Douglas .said: 

"The denomination of the notes must be in 
dollars as that is the notation of the account of the 
community at Jarge." 

Of course, like a good Englishman. Go.ssett 
obK*cted. It Is generally agreed among historians 
that most everyone disagreed with Douglas more 


because of hia nature than the nature of hla de- 
clslans. 

Hie notes were printed In Edinburgh. S^tland. 
on a peculiar paper watermarked 1800. Each 
was Impressed with a seal signed by the treasurer 
(Gotiettt, and the cashier, and countfr-signed by 
the Colonial Secretary. Sir Edward Buhver Lytton. 

Same 24,000 $25 bills were issued. IXXX) $10 
bills and 1,000 $5 bills, making up the total of 
$75,010. The Province of British Columbia is a 
legal entity and the notes were backed by the 
government of the day ao it aeems that same 
notes would be honored by Premier Bennett, as 
proviarial finance minister, if they were pre¬ 
sented. 

There are two things against thia happening, 
however. No copies of the notes are known to 
exist taday. and If they did, they would be ..worth 
much wore than their face value to collectors¬ 
'll they aw among the scarcest notes ever used in 
North America. 

Where are they aU? It Is In^nceivaWe that 
■ the govwnment should have been able to recall all 
of them for possible destruction, but none are to 
be found anvwhere.

And so.- when the British Museum director* 
heard about New Westminster's centenary cele¬ 
brations they had an electrotype copy made to 
present to the Canadian city. 

Apart from the one "mass" striking, only iso¬ 
lated copies of the coins were minted as souvenir* 
or proofs before Bulwer-Lytton managed to have 
the colonial government of British ColumbiA 
abandon plana to go into full-scale production. 

Great Britain ha.s always been jealous of let¬ 
ting its colonies mint gold coins. Even today, 
coining in gold Is the prerogative of the reigning 
monarch.

^ THE SWA!4T1KA. made Nifamous by Nad 
\Germany was not always a bad orien or a re¬ 
viled sign. 

It was originally a good luck symbol. WTieit 
Adolph Hitler adopted it fur his new political 
movement he reversed the direction of the out¬ 
side Ic^s and incidentally reversed its connotation. 

This use as a good luck sign may explain the 
use of the original, anticlockwise swa.stika on a 
rare Victoria token found recently It was issued 
by the Mona Cafe, a true pioneer restaurant, 
formerly located at 1307 Broad Street. 

The Mona was known from Lo.s Angeles to 
Ala.oka as the cafe providing tTle be.st tea and 
coffee on the Pacific Coa.sl. a claim to fame 
which the owners did little to le.ssen. 

The cafe was first opened in 1870 and continued 
until after the First World War. 

The tokens were struck at Childs, a fZmous 
Chicago company of die makers which i^lsted for 
more than 100 years. 

The company’s records are no longer In exi.st- 
ance so attempts to get more information through 
that source have failed.

For rnont people the cle^wert in the special 
part of the me^I and for this reason it should be 
dramatic, it shbnld have glamor By this. I don’t 
necessarily mean that it should be rich and fancy, 
hut that it should be .interesting. Unless it does 
create a little stir of Vnlerest there 4s little point 
In having a last course. A good dinner can end 
perfectly well after the main course, because 
hunger has already been appeased. A dessert 
ahouid be that last little satisfaction ... It should 
leave one with a happy, contented feeling. 

Of course a dessert can be fancy* ... it can be 
a really gorgeous, show-off spectacular; but ttiia 
type of dessert is best reserved for dessert parties, 
that charming way of enteiiaining now much In 
aogue. 1 will talk about these special desserts 
later, but first let's think of some everyday 
desserts which can be served after a regular 
av€^ryday meal. 

No matter how simple, don’t ignore the dra¬ 
matic Ingredient . . . eye appeal. Remember, It 
should cause at least a small ripple of applause. 
What could be simpler for dessert than watea* 
melon . . . what could be more dramatic than 
Wedges of this gorgeous fruit arranged on a 
turquoise or white or green plate? A fruit 
salad, with the jewel colors of summer fruit* 
displayed in a clear glass bowl accompanied by 
delicate sugar cookies^ If skilfully arranged, 
assorted cheeses snd crackers can be tiisit 
satisfying, happy ending. 

The dessert in our illustration today Is light 
and fancifql. ea.ny to make and Just right to serve 
after a substantial main course. It is delicals^ 
cool and not too sweet. It is a fresh lime parfaM— 

In French, parfait means perfect. It can be pro- 
pared ahead of time, which is a boon this time oi 
year. A packaged pudding mix is called for but • 
grated lime rind and juice are a happy addition, | 
giving it a refreshing tang. Light cream is added 
for extra richness. Alternate layers of pudding 
and crushed vanilla wafers are spooned into taH 
parfait galsses. Here ia the complete recipe— 

S cup vanilla wafer crumbs, one teaspoon grated 
|lnr>e rind, three tablespoons fresh lime Juice. 1% 
cups top milk or light cream plus ^ cup c<dd 
milk, one package instant vanilla pudding m4»'' 
Crush enough wafers to yield the required \ c%ip 
crumbs, put a spoonful into each of five or sin 
parfait glasses. Prepare the lime rind and juke. 
Pour the milk arid cream into a bowl, stir in the 
lime juke and rind- Add the pud<<ing mix, beat 
one minute. Let stand until thickened, .'spoon 
alternate layers of pudding and crumbs into the 
gla.sses. Chill. Top with a puff of whipped 
cream and a green cherry. 

FROZRN PARFAIT is good. too. and not diffi¬ 
cult to make. In a atnall saucepan mix cup 
sugar and cup water. Cook to soft ball stage or 
342* on your candy thermometer. Have two egg 
whites beaten stiff. Dribble the syrup into the 
egg w'hites and continue beating until all the 
syrup is incorporated and the mixture stands up 
peaks. Let cool, then fold in one cup of cream, 
whipped stiff, and flavoring to taste. A tablespoon 
of .sherry gives it a delicate flavor. Pour into 
refrigerator tray and freese until firm laboik four 
hours). No stirring is necessary*. Fruit or nuto 
can be added before freezing but I like to make 
it plain and layer it in tall glasses with sweetened 
fresh fruit. 

Simple sugar cookies are nice with these sorts 
of desserts and here is one of my faVoriies. not 
fe.ncy but delkious. The recipe makes about HO 
and they are nke lo have on hand. 

AngH Cookies Cream In a bowT ^ cup eac4 
•now n sugar and w hue sugar and one cup Criacw 
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Add off>e egg and beat weB. Now sift together 
two cups all purpose flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder and half a teaspoon of salt. Of oosirse 
you will sift the flour before measuring. Add t|ie 
dry ingredients to the creamed mixture. Add one 
teaspoon almond flavoring. Chill in the refriger¬ 
ator about an hour. Remove, and using a small 
teaspoonfqLof dough at a time, roil into baJIn M 
you flour your hands the dough won’t stick. RoB 
the bails In granulated sugar then place on a 
greased cookie sheet, well apart, as they spread. 
Do not flatten. Sometimes I roll these in Mme 
jello crystals or Demerara sugar for variation. 
Bake in a F7b* oven till lightly brown.

My mother's recipe for ftnnday Trifle —Line g 
bowl, preferably a glaas bowl, with slightly-dry 
.sponge cake. Soak this thoroughly with sherry 
or fruit juke. On this foundation lay preserved 
peaches, then a layer of raspberry jam, than 
blanched almonds split In half. Cover the whoft 
with a medium-thin custard. Homemade custnr^ 
no powdered mixes here. Cover the custard with 
a i^enerous layer of stiffly-whipped creom and 
decorate with strips of angelka. I now* use halvio 
of glace cherries to decorate the top. ’Today 
we'd probably consider this dessert too rich to 
serv’e after a hearty roast beef Sunday dinner, bnt 
however and whenever you use it, you can bo 
sure it will have approval. Men are exceedingly 
fond of It 

Readers are continually asking me for low 
calorie desserts. FraH Mee Snow is in thio 
category. The following amounts will .serve eight 
with only 93 calories per serving. M^ one 
envelope of unflavored gelatine with one-half egp 
sugar and a quarter teaspoon of salt. Add 
cups very hot water and stir until the gelatine In 
dissolved. Add one tin (six ounces) frozen, aom 
centrated fruit Juke of your choice orange 
grapefruit lime, grape, tangerine. Stir ontfl 
melted. Chill to slightly thkker than unbeaten 
egg white consistency. Add two unbeoten sgg 
whites and beat with rotary beater or electrit 
beater until mixture begins to hold its shape. Turn 
into a six to seven-cup mold or individual.moMk 
and chill until firm. Serve plain or with a tWa 
custard sauoe, using the egg yolks, or make a 
whipped topping of dry skim milk powder (equal 
parts dry skim milk powder and water, ^^^ts■ 
until it holds a peak, then add flavoring). Thin 
is cloud-light and delicious. A fine dessert Jsr 
children as well as adults. 


AT THB BBOINNTNG of this column I spoke 
of eye appeal—that necessary featui-e of a s«e> 
cessful dessert. To achieve a glamor look—«f 
course the taste must live up to the look- 
garnishes are especially helpful and more thag 
worthwhile. It is the little things that make loed 
memorable. Children are not the only once wk# 
respond to a bright cherry, chocolate bits, chopped 
nuts, a mint leaf or a fluff of whipped creaai 
atop a dessert.

Do you save all your nke dishes, glass ler 
company? Who is more important than your 
own family? 

There is a charming custom, and one that B 
easy on the hostess, to ask guests for dessert only. 
For this you want a real specucular. From wtv 
special occasional file comes I.emon AnwM 
Befrlg em tor Cake—Buy or make one angel food 
cake, cut into three layers. The following fUttni 
is ample to go between the layers and over Bw 
top and sides. First, make up a lemon pie flttifif 
from your own recipe or from a Jello cream fie 
filling mix. If you use the mix use one-quaiisr 
cup lemon juice instead of water to mix w’ith Bm 
egg yolkf. Cool the filling and pour Into a lacf* 
bowl. Beat the egg whites left from the flUing 
until stiff. Add two tablespoons sugar and bent 
again. Beat one cup whipping cream until stilt 
Now. into the bowl with the lemon filling, add mm 
tin drained crushed pineapple, the beaten tM 
whites, the whipped cream. This makes a lot, so 
be .sure you start out with a big enough bo«4 
You can use the pineapple juice as part'of Ike 
liquid in the lemon pie filling. Spread betwosa 
angel food layi^s and on top and sides. DecoskIt 
with halves of glace cherries or pineapple piocoa.

She 
Is not only ^ware of social 
backgrounds and the shrewd 
details that define their unique 
ambience but of the psycho¬ 
logical pressuies that these 
backgrounds exert on the 
people who move among them. 

Thus she write# in the great 
tradition of Henry James and 
Edith Wharton, but with a 
lean, elegant style and with a 
sureness of mind that are all 
her own.

Intimately, having lived there 
In a lovely villa for a good 
part of the past 12 years. The 
aristocratic society of Italy is 
as fahiUiar to her as her own 
classical gardens on the shores 
of Lake Como.

Saturday, he hiked through the 
Hudson’s Bay property east of Mouunt Tolmie, 
strui'k <k>wn toward Cadboro Bay. then following 
the trail from the north end of the beach to Tele¬ 
graph Cove, cut through the Giant Powder Com¬ 
pany’s property along the foreshore to the Smith 
cabin. It was just a one-room shack. 12 feet by 12 
feet, standing back on a grassy bench above the 
rocks facing Haro Strait. 

Although he was best known In his day as 
a grtH-er. Harry’s father. G€*orge Smith, had al.so 
at one time owned the King's Head Saloon on 
John.son Street and it was from one of his bar- 
tendei-s. Bill Hammond, that he’d acquirad. within 
Ibc pa^year. the Ten Mile Point property. 

Apparently young Smith felt somewhat bur¬ 
dened'on his trip out. because he left his blankets 
at tb«' Deans’. The next day. Sunday, he went back 
lor them. 

"I guess you didn’t sleep too well, without 
tlM'in,*’ suggested George Deans, and Hany. with 
a grimare. admitted the bunk was pretty hard. 
*’You've gut to get used to it after living in 
town,” he said with a grin. Adju.sting hi.s blanket ' 
roll over his .shoulder he headed back to Tcle- 
giaph Cove. 

A week went by, then another, until .suddenly 


one day grocer Smith began to wonder how his 
.son was getting along. On November €, Id daya 
after Harry left home, his father went out to 
the Deans’ farm and there learned that they alao 
had .seen no^ting of Harr>’ for a couple of week#. 
One of the Deans boys accompanied Mr. Smith to 
Cadboro Bay, and finally they reached the eobla 
at the end of the foreshore trail east of Telegraph 
Cove. 

There they found a padlock on the door and 
the place deserted. The two men tried peering 
through the cabin's only window but couldn’t make 
out much, except what seem€Hl to be a man’s waist¬ 
coat hanging on a nail above one of the two bunks 
built end to end on the east side of the shack. 

‘Funny," saki Smith, thinking out loud. "Maybe 
he’s gone out fishing in Bill Hammond’s canoe.** 
He knew that Hammond still occasionally used 
the cabin, and had biotight his groceries from 
Sidney by canoe. ^ 

Deans went over to the edge of the rocky

and die Smiths were glad to see him, especially 
Harry, who waa now 25. 

It took Hammond weeks to build up his 
strength, but during the process the past was a 
dosed book. It was during this period of recupera¬ 
tion that the question of his long-standing debt 
came up. and Billy Hamnwnd gladly cleared It up 
by signing over the Ten Mile Point property to 
Smith, plus a little cash to boot. 


OF COITB8B the property was a little more 
valuable now. During Hamntond’i absence Sui- 
veyor Tom Gore 1891 had subdivided the 
peninsula, at least down the centre, in a string of 
three^cre lots fronting on proposed Douglas Road 
- which became Tudor -reserving a six-acre tract 
at the western end for a hotel. 

Hamnrwnd wondered If he could spend a week 
or so out at the cabin. 

“Sure thing,” said Smith senior. “Go out and 
uae it whenever you like, as long as you like.” 

He didn’t know for sure, however, if Hammond 
had been out there when his son was murdered 
15 months later. 

As Smith unfolded this history, and Lapgiey 
took notes, one perplexing angle bothered %upt. 
Hussey. Whoever- had stuffed Harr>' Smith’s 
body under the bunk was a man of unusual 
strength, but Smith had occasionaliy referred to 
Hammond as “little Billy.” 

“How big was this Hammond,” queried Hussey, 
and Smith hastened to explain that, although Billy 
was snfiall. he had strength that belied his stature. 
In fact, there had been times when he’d been a 
holy terror with his fists, especially on* Saturday 
night's in the King’s Head when some of the tars 
got to mixing it. 

Smith recalled that there was an occasion when 
Hammond knocked a stoker coW. lugged him to 
the swinging doors and tossed him on the side¬ 
walk.

Nothing was discovered. Hammond’s few effects 
were shown to Smith and he recognized the brass 
match box with the hinged lid. Finally the key 
was shown'him. the peculiar little flat key. But 
Smith couldn’t Identify it. Next day, to test a 
theory, Langley went out to Ten Mile Point and 
discovered the key fitted the padlock on the cabin 
door. It was the only such key in existence! 

Langley’s next step was to try to fill in the 
movefTtents of Harry* Smith and BUly Hammond, 
and a Cadboro Bay farmer was found who thought 
he saw a couple of men, one with a gun, on October 
23. They were too far off to be sure whether they 
were young or old. 

Prowling the countryside for further ledds. 
Provincial Constables W. R. Atkins, Frank C 
Ireland and Frank Murray worked the clock 
around until they found that Louis Duval of the 
Royal Oak Hotel had served Hammond a drink of 
whisky on either Thursday or Friday, Oct. 26 or 
27. There was no conversation between the two; 
Hammond drank up and walked out. 

Next Elijah Rowlands of the Burnside Hotel 
recognized Hammond by his picture, as a man 
who came in around Oct. 27 and had a couple of 
drinks. 

"He asked nw if I knew him,” said Rowlands, 
“and told me that he was an old timer but had 
been away for a while. 

*T renwmber him telling me that he once 
tended bar for Smith at the King’s Head,” went on 
Rowlands, "and when he left 1 think he went 
towards Craigflowet; Road.” 


FOLLOWING IT LP, the third man to identify 
Hammond as a customer was pioneer pub keeper 
Jack Day, whose resort was on the narrow street 
that led to Esquinruilt naval Jetty. 

"He slept here on the 28th of October." said 
Day. after a look at his book. "Came in during 
the late afternoon; had a glass of beer. But I don’t 
think he spoke to anyone. He looked kind of ds- 
sporKlent and worried, and in the morning had his 
bieakfast and left around 8.30. 1 never saw him 
again.” V 


Which brought Hammond’s travels up to Suis- 
day nrK>rnlng, Oct. 29. The next day be was found 
dead on the other side of the harbor from tha 
jetty, near the E and N tracks. 

That waa all the information the police could 
turn up. Nov. 9, three days after the cHiv-ovei y of 
Harry Smith’s body, an inquest was held. Da. 
I>onald B. Holden gave nsedical testimony as to 
the axe blow that ended the young nrum’s Ufa 
and when all the witnesses had been heard, fha 
jury decided that Harry Smith came to his <leath 
at the hands of some person or persons unknowns 
*INd HMe Billy Hamm o nd kUI Harry 
Smith? ConM he have moved the hddy 
without getHng hhwd oa Ms rlothlng? 
What waa the motive? Had hr «iomr darh 
secret In hia immediate pant which y4Ming 
Kmith unwittingly diaeovered? These and 
similar questtona were argue d hy Vletor- 
laas for months after the event; questhms 
that the passage of 99 ed d years has failed 
to bring cioaer ta aoluthm. 

If Hammond was the killer, then by the extra- 
oidinary irony of fate he suffered the penalty of 
death . . . but not at )he hands of his fellow meic 

Just recently I followed again the track of 
Dr. Kirker as he walked the E and N track near 
Admirals Road, and noticed the many changes ia 
the 62 years since Billy Hammond rollapned In 
lonely agony on a leaf-strewn trail. Now. denuded 
of trees, the spot is part of the federal drydock 
property. 

Later, back tracking through old maps and 
reci«rd8 I was able to pinpoint the site of the 
murder cabin, and armed with the description "a 
<whelf of land above a rocky bluff east of Telegraph 
Cove . . . below it a cove with a shingle beke-h . . , 
protected by two rocky islets,” f thought 1 had it 
spotted between dead-end Lockhaven and Baker 
View Drive to the east. 

As I wandered the rocky foreshore, exmfirmn- 
tion came unexpectedly from H-year^iid Logan 
Mathison of 5070 Lockhaven, who remembered in 
one of his past holiday explorations ar<:»und the 
coves, seeing the remains of an old cabin above 
the point I had in mind. There were only a few 
boards and an odd log left, but there were marks 
in the soil where the cabin had once stood. 

Gone of course from 562 Johnson Street is the 
ok) King’s Head saloon where tarry handed sailors 
were once moved to trade drinks or punches, while 
little Billy Hamnvond kept score bt-hind the bar^ 
a man with a secseC in hia life maybe a couple!

Pioneers are both born and made by circum- 
sfance and challenge. The Chasas wanted Ferule 
Island, they were sure ij was for them, and ao 
they bought It along with the challenges il pre¬ 
sented.

So in February of I9S5. a time of ynr when 
any sort of weather problem can spring into ckmI- 
enoe with appaliing suddenness in these northern 
waters, they moved in.

MISSIONARY'S WIFE 


IN LIVTNGSTOHE'S COUNTRY 


T^IJCK lUM bf^n writt^ mnd riichtly 
»a, about thas^ hi|(h spiritod Chr»^ 
tiaa iNif«iMonarif« who carry the i;oi«pH 
of our faith into every oomer of the 
world—from the jungleti of Colombia to 
the plaiie* of India. ^ 

We krvne »>melhing of the hardships and 
difficulties faced by these modern crusadeiN 
But what of their wives, the unsung heroines of 
many an isol^ed Christian outpost? 

Faced with the same hardships, the same 
diffUn/tties. with loneliness and anxiety, their lot. 
by material s^andaids. seems hard, yet almost 
without exc^^ption, these women are happy, con 
tent that they are working beside their hustwinds 
In the service of God. 

One such is vivacious, dark haired Jean An¬ 
derson. who grew up in Victoria, but who now 
calls the tiny Northern Rhodesian settlement of 
Serenje." home. Here. In a strange land, among 
a primitive people, only just beginning to rise 
above the .savage rites of witchcraft, she leads 
a full life, caring for her home and three small 
children and assisting husband Fred in his 
mission work woi-k that takes him. and some 
times Jean and the children, ranging over hun 
dreds of miles of African bu.sh country, far from 
the neaiest civili/ation. 

"We're veiy luctcy.” she says, ‘’because we've 
got the best job in the world. Helping other 
peoide?” 


<«OON Am-:« the Rev. Fred Anderson 
graduat«*d fr<»m theological college, both he and 
hia wife, Jean, felt called to offer them.selves 
fc»r mission .servk*e. Their choice turned to striie 
and hatefoin Africa. 

“It seemed to us.** said Jean seriously, “that 
^ Itierd was no land moie in need of Christian 
love and r*<iodwill “ 

Fred’s i*h»iix*h. the United Church of Canada, 
approved tlieir plan and. after a brief peruxi 
apent in training and preparation, the young 
aouple with their baby son. Douglas, left for 
Nand<Mi. a b*»oming. modern town in the copper 
beM; of N»*rthern Rhodesia. This was only a way- 
point. in their iouiney. how-eN-er. and after a few 
dfiys' rest they were off again, by road this time, 
headed f<»r Oiitambo. a small government and 
mi.saion station, more than 200 miles out in the 
wilderness- 

This is histuik' grouiKl. for h was nearby that 
(he gi>*at Soul of missionary-ex plorbr Dr. David 
Livingstone, finally came to rest, after a lifetime 
•f tireless* effort Here, in Chitambo. the Ander- 
aona to«»k up residence in a straw thatched, three 
room hut that had originally been built, more 
than 30 years ago. for the missionary grand 
daughter of Livingstone a Mrs. .Moffat. 


IT WAS ■•tMCTUNA’IT. for Jean that she had 
a sen.e* of htinuM' as well as a strong will to make 
a -sunless of her new life, for the (ii-st few 
montlr* wimv sii.Mige and sr>meiimes frightening 
Bata, huridnsls of them, .slept in the hut’s thatched 
roof, arsl oci'asKiiially she would awake to find 
that one liad di^>|»|)ed on to the pillow, beside her. 

“They us4*d to tei rify me,” she admit/(rankly, 
“but novi' I'm getting u.sed to them." 

The ('em««nt fl*»ors in their new home, a nei-»*s 
sary protection agamst anis. were cold and cfus*r 
less, and a.s tlMU-e was no electricity, all lighting 
and co«»king had to Ik* done with kerosene, while 
the ck»lli«»M iron.v (»(>erated on gasoline.. Great cai»» 
has to he taken in this piirt of the world that 
all fciuntiry es|MN tally clothing. Ls carefully in»ni*d. 
ftw small flK*s lay their eggs in the washing a.s it 
dries on the liin*. and if these eggs are not kill.vi 
by lh*at, they (|uu*kly hatch out. and the larva 
bury them.Mdves m the wearer’s .skin. 

“Buying the family foo d was something of a 
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•see, theie were no ewner stores there; in fact, no 
stores at all. so two or t^ee weeks* supplies at 
a time had to be ordered from Nandola or Broken 
Hdl. both about 2«i0 miles distant. If I forgot to 
order such items as flour, sugar or coffee then 
^ went without. J’ll say this for my-buying 
though, she continued with a laugh, "my family 
didri t waste away.” 


WHKN tHKD had to go off on field trips he 
would be away for many days, completely out of 
tou4*h in remote back country. Jean, sitting alone 
at night in the dimly lit hut. with the children 
^l2*P in the next room, could hear the howls of 
occasional roar of a lion, and on 
the still of the African night the noi.ses sounded 
alarmingly close. What if one of the bea.Hts 
should smash down the frail door? With a shud- 
der, sfie would force her mind away from these 
thoughts, back to the sewing and the darning and 
the church work that kept her evenings bu.sy for 
when her husband was away, added responsibility 
fell to her. She would be called upon for advice 
went out visiting the sick in the squalid villages 
around the mission, and sometimes conducted 
file services in the little mud brick church that 
served the surrounding area. 


ft was heartwarming the wav those people 
helped me - she saya. “W hen I joined the 
w^Mnan'a auxiliary, two former members who had 
moved out of the district, used to come more than 

miles, travelling in hot. o\ercrowded bu.ses. so 
that they pould attend our meetings and lielp 
me get started on the right foot." 

All the while, she had to .see that her own 
home and children were well caied for. because. 
ai»ove everything else, the missionary wife is a 
tea« her who must set an example to the more 
primitive women around .so that they can learn 
something of the mod«Mn child care and home 
craft 

To help Jean, the Antiersons employ one house- 
boy, a thin, nervous^man calk'd Ba Joseph. Inci- 
(b'nily, Ba is a term of friendship and respect in 
the local Li tongue. Jos<*ph. who with his 
wife, Mary, lives in a small cottage in the 
mw.sion garden, is devoted to the Anderson.s and 
their childrvm. He looks after the cleaning of Hie 
house, and the ironing, at which he is an expert. 

"My hushiind has never had his collars so 
smooth iiefore ■’ 

Jean, who likes working in the kitchen, does 


all the cooking for her family. R Is somewrhat 
unusual in Africa for white people to do their 
own cooking, but the Andersons feel that they 
must live unpretentiously, if they are to win the 
friendship and confidence of the people they have 
come to help. For the same reason, she has no 
car of her own and walks to the numerous church 
meetings, pushing her baby carriage nearly five 
miles, over roads two inches thick in dust and in 
temperatures up to a broiling eighty-five degrees. 

“Man, that’s exercise," she comments wryly. 


A THRII.I. for Jean and the children Is to 
accompany Fred on one of his field tripa. When 
he is on his own. visiting the more inaccessible 
villages, he always carries a bicycle in the Land 
Rover, a vehicle similar to a jeep. Driving until 
the going becomes too rough, he takes down the 
bike and pedals on. Sometimes the country ia so 
rugged that even the bike is left behind and the 
journey finished on foot. He has made It his 
policy on these trips to live as simply as do the 
natives. ’This means eating only one meal a day, 
usually consisting of meahe porridge, scooped up 
by hand from a community pot. around which sit 
the villagers, eating and chatting with their guest. 
Meht is a luxury almost unknown to these people, 
but they make up for this lack of protein by 
eating insepts, and on special occasions Mr. 
Anderson may find himself dining off fried 
locusts, with a side dish of white ants. 

"I’m afraid that it’s too exotic a diet for me." 
says his wife with a shudder, and when she and 
the children are on the trip a supply of more 
conventional food is taken along. 


AFTER a settling-down period a( Chitambo. 
during which they learned the La La language, 
and came to know and like the native people, word 
arrived that they were to move to Serenje, an¬ 
other government station, where Fred’s own 
church had just buHt and presented a manse to 
the United Church of Rhodmia, which they were 
to occupy. 

’The little Land Rover was heavily loaded with 
Andersons. large and small, filling the front seat, 
while Joseph and Mary perched proudly atop the 
mound of luggage in the back, like children on a 
hayride. as they set off for their new home, after 
a sad farewell from the dark-skinned congregation. 

"The new manse was a wonderful improve¬ 
ment over our old quarters." observed Jean, “and 
It only has one .slight inconvenience. Like all the 
houses out here, it is heated by a single open 
fireplace, and as it was damp and raw on the day 
we arrived, and the cement floors seemed cold, 
Fred built a cheerful fire to take off the chill. 
Within a few minutes we were all coughing and 
spluttering as the smoke, instead of going up the 
chimney, billowed through the house. Later, we 
discovered the trouble. One of the workmen, 
with a grievance agairi-st the building contractor, 
had pluggf*d the chimney with cement. Fred is 
still chipping away, in his .spare time, and some 
day we hopi* to be able to use our fireplace." 


AT HEKEN4E. as had been the ca.se at Chit¬ 
ambo. the Andersons found the district commis¬ 
sioner. who is the senior government official in 
the area, to be a broad minded, liberal man, intent 
on bettering rai-e relations and improving the lot 
of the Negro people in his charge. And to Jean 
and Fled, both working for the brotherhood of 
man, thi.s official attitude was of great help. 

Another source of help was the Rev. Jackson 
Nwopi. a native clergyman who shared his little 
church with Fred, and who.se wife. Bo Anna, be¬ 
came one of Jean s (Hosest friends. The two women 
often work together visiting the sick, teaching 
in Sunday .school, and holding meetings among 
the women of the church. To one of the.se meet¬ 
ings, recalls Jean, "came an elderly lady who was 
very poor, even by African standards. She had 
no money at all. but still insisted on giving to the

It*a the time af^in—when • n 1 1 • 
warmth .soothes fraza^ ner\’es, tfred 
bodies—and the great outdoors offers Hs 
muiti-vita min compound of sun, water 
and air. 

Anyhow, that's the dream. 

But, suddenly it’s August, and Nature doesn't 
seem quite so gentle. The baking heat, the 
* glazing sun bring the realization that the aun ia 
not always kind. 

It’s a pity, too. There's a bit of the suq- 
worshipper in all of ua - and who doesn’t like to 
acquire a suntan? 

Suntan is really more than a fad. 'The rays 
of the sun produce vitamin D, which can be 
stored up for the winter, and a suntanned skin is 
almost a cosmetic with many people. You’ve 
seen handsome white teeth gleam behtnd a sun¬ 
tanned skin. .Small wonder both men and women 
Jove It. 

Unhappily, what often occurs is a severe 
sunburn, even lost time at work. When the 
lo.sses are added up. statisticians say, there win 
be 2J)00.000 sufferers who will lose a total of 
60,000.000 work days! 

But, it needn’t happen at all not to anybody— 
not one hour need be lost! Not a moment of sleep 
lost to pain! 

A dozen years ago. a chemist investigating 
the methods of screening out burning rays with¬ 


out kxM of the tanning rays, made an Important 
diaoovery. Other compounds did this, but the 
combination developed b>' Charles A. Rolley did 
a lot More. * 

Tested under the nnost severe burning sun in 
the world -In the Gulf of Mexico- the compound 
created the most glowing^an anyone could desire 
— but no pain and no semblance of a burn! 

The U.S. Army learned about it and tried It out 
on troops in the Pacific under extreme sun condi* 
tions. The earlier tests were confirmed. 

There was no longer a question about its 
effectiveness, but Rolley added another property 
which made his product even more effective than 
u.sual screening ointments. 

He incorporated a method of skin re-moisturiz- 
ing. By replacing the skin moisture lost to the 
sun’s rays—he eliminated the wrinkling and skin 
peeling which is another defacement that sun- 
worshippers—especially women—abhor. 


TANNING la a historical form of beauti¬ 
fication. Cleopatra is described by a biographer 
as dressing her hair In the sun to "steal .some of 
its lustre for herself, not only In the Jet of her 
locks, but the burnished complexion she adored.” 

As a matter of fact, the literature of the times 
and of many periods since, often described the - 
**bumished’* color of skin as a handsome adorn¬ 
ment to a noble prince, a warrior, or a beautiful 
woman. 

We don’t call it ’•burnished” any more, but we 
still love the rich and flattering golden tan. 

Is there such a thing as sun withbut .sorrow? 
Certainly. Proper precautions insure this. One 
of the first is a thorough coating of sun .screen 


lotion rubbed Into the skin especially arouM 
knees, forehead, nose, ears and shouldeis. 

But there are other things about sun exposura 
you should know. For example, a misty day caa 
give you -as much of a bum as a bright dajiw 
Bums also come from white sands, from wates 
surfaces. 

On a misty day, tiny droplets of water In thd 
air reflect and focus the sunlight on -your skiM 
Ripples of the water also can collect sun rays 
from many sources to focus them on your boc^ 
And, of course, snow? Expo»ureiiL__sn^ 
country can produce as bad a burn as nft^suimiMV’ 
rays. Often this comes as a surprise to aiii 
addicts and snow “bunnies." 

The worst burns come to those whose comb 
plexion ia pale and tender. If you have very 
seHbitive skin, remember that early exposurad 
should be restricted somewhat if you don’t havd 
s screen lotion. Increase the amount of time iM 
the sun as you begin to tsn. 

If you've been forgetful, then by all meaad 
get out of the sun when the skin starts to tars 
pink. This is an early warning. If you stay odi 
much longer, you can get a severe burn. 

Under any circumstances, it is important td"* 
wear sun glasses. They are Impoiiant to protedi 
your eyes. A bum on your eyeballs or expoauPd 
to excessive light may make them smart, svas 
inflict a permanent injury. a 

The British Army invariably equips its troopd 
in tropical areas with lenses made of optk^ 
glass - not the low priced type of sun glasses y^m 
buy for a few cents in a drug store. Thdt 
screening quality is small-often they have non% 
With these precautions, you can face the sud 
without sorrow. You can acquire the tan wdtbodfe

church. When the offering was taken, there, 
among the sixpences and shillings, was her con¬ 
tribution. a hen's egg. It made me think of the 
stoi-y of the widow’s mite.” 

Socially, too. the Andersons are kept busy. 
They enjoy entertaining, especially their many 
colored friends, and Jean takes every bit as much 
trouble in baking cakes, cookies, and other deli¬ 
cacies for them as she does when the district 
commissioner himself comes to call Incidently, 
the party game that intrigues their African guests 
most, and which they love to play, is that old 
North American standby, monopoly. 


IN .SOME PARTS of Rhodesia, especially in 
the towns, there ia strong opposition to mixing 
socially with the Negroes, but to Fred and Jean, 
the color of Ihe skin makes no difference. On 
•ne occasion two of their small sons, Duggie and 
Stephen, out playing, encountered a deadly snake. 
Duggie managed to Jump over It .safely, ^t little 
Stephen, following behind, would have been bitten 
by the angry reptile, which had its head raised to 
strike, had not a Negro, woman who happened to 
be watching the two lads, rushed in and pulled 
the toddler to safety.

These people are true friends, prepared to 
five their lives for us or our family.” says Jean. 
“Why should we object to having them in our 
home.” 

One of the problems of life in 5ierenje Is the 
lack of medical facilities, for the nearest doctor 
is more than 50 miles away, while one must go to 
Broken Hill or Nandola if hospitalization ia 
needed. Jean is verj’ thankful that her family 
ha« kept remarkably well, and that she is the 
only one who has had occasion to make the long 
trip to hospital. 

Once, while Fred was away on mission work, 
jihe had an attack of appendicitis and had to he 
rushed to hospital in the district commissioner's 
car, through a drenching tropical rain, over 
partially flooded roads. "At times it was more 
like a boat than a car trip.** she recalls. 

Another occasion was the birth of her third 
baby, Nell, and as Fred was getting the car ready 
to drive her to Broken Hill, a small incident 
occurred but one that meant a great deal to her. 
Bo Anna and a group of women from the little 
church came up to the house to say goodbye. 

"We will pray for you and for your new baby,” 
they said. 


’Tho-se few w^ords proved to Jean that the woHI 
Fred and she were doing was not in vain, fng 
among the African people, and even Christian 
Africans, many of the taboos of wiirhciaft arg 
still ff»aied and obeyed. One pf these taboos It 
never to mention a woman’s pr^ancy or the 
she is expecting, as the evil spirits might heaR 
a nd^ do some harm. These women, by openly 
speaking of the event, had proved that ihelt 
Christian faith was strong enough to vamiuish tht 
old pagan superstitions. 

•That thought made me happy during all tht 
long drive to the hospital." .she remembers. 

These are but a few of the countless iwentt 
in the life of a missionary’s wife. It has its irriUu 
tions. its discomforts, its frustrations; but it hat 
aomething else, something much more Important 
and that ia the reward of knowing that one it 
being of service to others in the cause «i 
Christianity. 

In a year or two. Jean and Fred will be coming 
hack to Canada on a well earned leave, but aftet 
that they want to go back to Serenje. lor Uieg

They found that the im 
provements earned out had 
heen on a wholesale acale. 
T^eie i* a good geneial store 
doing a fine bu.sines*. a post- 
c'f/ee.^nd an excellent hotel. 

a boat building estab- 
l'*:hment, and several other in 
!ant. but flourishing indus 
tries.** 

Chief feature of Sidney, ao 
long ago.'as now. was Beacon 
Avenue: **The principal .street, 
a mile long. I.s a.s .straight a* 
an arrow. and would he a credit 
)o any city.” 

The rnrh day n*sidents made 
do With coal oil lamp.s. but they 
lived in hope that the new¬ 
fangled inventum of elei-tricity, 
then becoming all the style in 
V vtoiia though there were 
’ho.se who .safd it would not 
last- would soon he at .Sidney: 
"Of I'ouise. Sidney has not yef 
got either elei*tric light or 
tiamcars, bui they, like the 
I'ailway. are boiintl to come.*' 

I'here was mu« h talk then of 
a railway to link the new town 
with the metropoli.s of Vicioria 
20 miles away, though the idea 
had many scoffers. 

'The priimoters of the Vic¬ 
toria and Sidney Railway have 
been ie<juesit*d by M.i>or B<mv- 
en to prepare a h\ law embody¬ 
ing their wi.shes. and .submit it 
to the board of aldeimen.” 

By Dei'emher of 1892 there 
was a sawmill at Sulney; ‘To¬ 
day there is in Sidney a com¬ 
fortable botel. a commodiou.* 
wharf, butchers, blacksmiths 
a!;d carpenter’s shops, general 
sioix*. and last, but not least, 
the new sawmill. 

•The people of Si<lney have 
reason to feel elated over the 
improvements that have been 
-made during the last few 
month*. Mi. White, superiit- 
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/tendent. and one of the part 
' ner.s in the Toronto and B.C. 
Milling and Manufacturing 
Company deserves gieat credit 
for the manner in which be 
ha* pushed work on the mill 
to c<Knpletion. 

“Wh<»n the engines .were put 
in today by the experiemvd 
millwright, Mr. Robert Hunter 
of Vancouver, everything went 
as smoothly a* clockwork, 
turning out at the rate of 50. 
000 feet per day. The neat and 
staunch manner in which the 
building was completed is due 
to Mr. Mark Hewitt of Tor¬ 
onto. who superintended it. 
Considering the delay Mr. 
White had in waiting for ma¬ 
chinery some 30 days he has 
done really quick work. In 
three month* he ha* built the 
be.st. cheapest and quickest 
built mill of it* tiae on this 
coast.” 

The Victoria and Sidney R.iil- 
way wa* opened in June of 
1894. and there was great ex 
citement. and .soon the line wa* 
calk'd “the Cordwo<»d Ex¬ 
press.” as it went chugging 
ak»ng through the Saanich 
p<>nin.sula. carrying farnaem to. 
and from town, cyclists on out 
ings. whole families off to tlie 
beach at Sidney on Sundays 
and holiday*. 


everyone wh<» 
was anyone at ail turned up 
for the opening, as n«>ted in 
The Colonist; “At tlie invita 
lion of Mes.Hrs. Paterson and 
Riley, the initial excursion and 
informal opening of the Vic¬ 
toria and Sidney line took place 
yesterday. The locomotive an^l 
train, decorated with bunting 
and flowers, started from 
Third Avenue at 1.31) p.m., 
making the entire run inside 
of .30 minut^.” 

There was a party at Sidney: 
‘The park reserve . . . was 
thrown open to the guests and 
a sumptuotLs n*pasl wa* 
spr«Md. Dancing on the spaci¬ 
ous platform. b«Miting and 
other amusements were al.so 
indulged in. the party return¬ 
ing at 9 p.m and on arrival 
at the Victoria terminal thr«»e 
hearty choefs were given tin 
I'espin.se to the call of Mr. 
Yat»»si for Mr. and Mrs I'ater- 
•son and Mr. aiuj .Mrs. Riley, 
and the delighted excursionists 
weee. thanks to the tramcar 
officials, met at the Saanich 
Road by street cars in waiting 
for the party.’’ 

Everyone agrt'ed .Sidney wa* 
the perfect place for picnics-^ 
away from it aU away from 
the Victoria ttiat was bivoming 
so crowded “A general opin¬ 
ion prevailed that Sidney and 
its neighliorhood will be the 
coming picnic ground for Vmv 
tari*, the pine grove surround¬ 
ing the bay. I'e.serv'ed by the 
railway comfMtny for park and

The opening of the railwai; 
resulted in crowds at Sidney 
each weekend in summer: 

** . . . about 1.000 peopla 
visited this popular resort on 
Saturday and theje were ove# 
a carload of bicycles coma, 
loo. The fine road* of Jhia 
neighborhood always draw 
crowds of cyclists.” 

Rat Mie good people of Sid¬ 
ney grew somewhat tired of 
the visitors knocking on their 
di»ofs asking for a drink? 
“Why doe* not the railway 
company bring water for tha 
excurtionist* to drink? It Is a 
great annoyance to the villag¬ 
er* to be kept busy supplying 
the want* of these peopla 
gratis, while the railway gets 
the profit.” 

The railway meant, too. that 
concert parties frequently 
went out from Victoria to Sid¬ 
ney on winter evenings. 

Here’s one such, in tha 
Autumn of 1899; “Miss Arm- 
sun and Mr. Gideon Hicks at 
the .Saanich metropolis . . . 

“On Thursday evening Mias 
LilMan Armson and Mr. Gideon 
Hicks gave a very interesting 
musical and literary recital in 
the Methodist Church. Pro- 
fes.sor Duloune, who teachM 
music in the distiict. pi'esided 
at the organ . .. 

*Thi« was followed by a ren¬ 
dering by Miss Armson. en¬ 
titled The Womanly Sc*heine 
(which caused much amuse¬ 
ment, especially to the ladiesI. 
Mr. Hicks then gave The Holy 
City’ and Miss Armson a 
touching repreHentation of 
‘Angela, the W’idow’s Light,* 
where a little girl who la 
gathering shellfish on the 
beac'h m**ets her uncle going 
out to his yac'ht. Shortly after¬ 
wards Angela is swept away 
by the tide, and an lmmen.se 
breaker light* her onto the 
deck of her um le’s yacht, right 
before hi* a.stonished. loving 
eyes.” 

When the tears were dry, 
after this emotional experi¬ 
ence, coffee and cakes were 
served.
